He isn't the only skilled 
worker assigned the janitorial 
task. A number of journeymen 
in the aircraft division have 
been assigned similar duties. 
The 
complainer, 
with a 
WG-10 government job rating, 
gets $4.39 an hour for “head 
swamping" 
but 
a 
Tinker 
spokesman said it's all part of 
an effort to save money. 
“We can only have so many 
people, and we’d rather keep 
the 
mechanics 
than 
the 
janitors," said the spokesman. 
The janitorial force has been 
reduced by what he termed 
“ austerity funding." 
Lowell Malley, president of

Employes at Tinker, said other 
employes at the vast airbase 
also are complaining. 
“ It doesn’t help morale at 
jail,” he said, “ It’s one of my 
pet peeves."

These will get 18 months of 
testing in Los Angeles, Salt 
Lake City, Miami, Fla., San 
Antonio, Tex., and Buffalo, 
N.Y. The cities were chosen as 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e of widely 
differing driving conditions and 
because of their nearness to 
ac c ide nt investigation teams 
s p o ns o re d by t he Na ti onal 
Highway Traffic Safety. 
The passive restraint may 
be required on all autos built 


after Aug. 15, 1975, if the tests 
prove out. To date, air bags 
appear to be the only system 
that will meet the requirements 
b y th e 1975 o p e r a t i o n a l 
deadline. 


T h e air cu shi on passive 
restraint system in the test cars 
is p r o v i d e d o n l y for the 
passenger in the right front 
seat, but all seating positions 
have lap belts.

D ear Dr. Lamb — Can you 
tell m e v/hat tests can be 
taken for tuberculosis be­ 
sides chest X rays to deter­ 
mine whether a case is a r­ 
rested or active? 
D ear R eader — Chest X 
rays certainly help. In ad­ 
dition, 
skin 
t e s t i n g 
is 
thought to be im portant by 
some doctors in assessing 
the s t a t u s of tuberculosis 
and. of course, there are nu­ 
m erous cultures that can be 
taken. 
One 
of 
the 
most 
common of these is to collect 
sputum specimens and then 
sam ples of the sputum are 
streaked 
over 
a 
culture 
medium (the food m aterial 
for the bacteria) 
and set 
away to see if germ s will 
grow. 
Basically, you could al­ 
most say that the bacteria 
are planted like seeds and 
then vou wait to see if they 
grow" out. If there is no 
growth you assum e there 
weren’t any seeds, or in this 
case no bacteria. 
In addition to the frequent 
sputum sam ples for tubercu­ 
losis cultures, blood cultures 
can be taken and the urine 
can be tested. The urine is 
often tested to see if the 
tuberculosis 
involves 
the 
kidney. 
Incidentally, 
tuberculosis 
can involve other parts of 
the body besides the lungs 
and for this reason X rays of 
other parts of the body are 
som etimes helpful, including 
those of the skeleton. P rin ­ 
cipally by the use of cultures 
and X rays one can deter­ 
mine f a i r l y accurately 
w hether a case of tubercu­ 
losis is truly active or not.

genation. The entire am ount 
of our unoxygenated blood 
m ust go to the lungs through 
the 
pulm onary 
artery. 
If 
there is an obstruction to the 
outflow of blood to the pul­ 
m onary artery it is called 
pulm onary stenosis. The ob­ 
struction can be of the pul­ 
m onary valve itself or it can 
involve the overgrow th of the 
neart m uscle tissue at the 
outlet below the pulm onary 
valve. 


if surgery is needed the 
surgeon simply enters the 
heart and opens the obstruct­ 
ed valve or cuts aw ay the 
excess m uscular tissue di­ 
rectly underneath the valve. 
These operations have been 
done for m any years and are 
highly successful. Of course, 
if the obstruction is m inim al, 
then you don’t need to have 
the surgery. I would guess 
from the innocuous sound of 
your history that you have 
been getting along fairly well 
and this is probably why 
your doctor hasn’t recom ­ 
m ended doing anything else.

Several Tests 


Determine-TB 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Can you 
tell me what tests can be 
taken for tuberculosis be­ 
sides chest X rays to deter­ 
mine whether a case is ar­ 
rested or active? 


Dear Reader — Chest X 
rays certainly help. In ad­ 
dition, 
skin t e s t i n g 
is 
thought to be important by 
some doctors in assessing 
the s t a t u s of tuberculosis 
and. of course, there are nu­ 
merous cultures that can be 
taken. 
One 
of 
the 
most 
common of these is to collect 
sputum specimens and then 
samples of the sputum are 
streaked 
over 
a 
culture 
medium (the food material 
for the bacteria) 
and set 
away to see if germs will 
grow. 
Basically, you could al­ 
most say that the bacteria 
are planted like seeds and 
then vou wait to see if they 
grow out. If there is no 
growth you assume there 
weren’t any seeds, or in this 
case no bacteria. 
In addition to the frequent 
sputum samples for tubercu­ 
losis cultures, blood cultures 
can be taken and the urine 
can be tested. The urine is 
often tested to see if the 
tuberculosis 
involves 
the 
kidney. 
Incidentally, 
tuberculosis 
can involve other parts of 
the body besides the lungs 
and for this reason X rays of 
other parts of the body are 
sometimes helpful, including 
those of the skeleton. Prin­ 
cipally by the use of cultures 
and X rays one can deter­ 
mine f a i r l y accurately 
whether a case of tubercu­ 
losis is truly active or not. 


He thinks it should be getting 
better, but it remains the 
same. Can you enlighten me 
further to explain what this 
is? 


Dear R e a d e r — If that 
indeed is what you have, it’s 
a defect that you were born 
with. The blood that flows out 
from 
the 
right 
muscular 
chamber 
of 
the 
heart 
is 
pumped to the lungs for oxy­ 
genation. The entire amount 
of our unoxygenated blood 
must go to the lungs through 
the 
pulmonary 
artery. 
If 
there is an obstruction to the 
outflow of blood to the pul­ 
monary artery it is called 
pulmonary stenosis. The ob­ 
struction can be of the pul­ 
monary valve itself or it can 
involve the overgrowth of the 
heart muscle tissue at the 
outlet below the pulmonary 
valve. 
If surgery is needed the 
surgeon simply enters the 
heart and opens the obstruct­ 
ed valve or cuts away the 
excess muscular tissue di­ 
rectly underneath the valve. 
These operations have been 
done for many years and are 
highly successful. Of course, 
if the obstruction is minimal, 
then you don’t need to have 
the surgery. I would guess 
from the innocuous sound of 
your history that you have 
been getting along fairly well 
and this is probably why 
your doctor hasn’t recom­ 
mended doing anything else.
